NEWS  OF  THE  WEEK 


Leeds  Golf. — The  annual  competition  for  the  Bowman  cup  will 
be  held  at  Scarcroft  Golf  Course,  on  Wednesday,  August  6.  The 
competition  is  open  to  all  members  of  the  Leeds  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society, 

Redirection  of  Communications. — Parcels  and  telegrams  ad- 
dressed to  business  or  residential  premises  rendered  uninhabitable 
or  inaccessible  in  consequence  of  enemy  action  are  to  be  redirected 
by  the  Post  Office  free  for  a  period  of  six  months.  Free  redirection 
will  be  allowed  even  if  the  addressee  moves  to  a  third  address.  If 
"bombed  out"  again,  a  fresh  six  months'  limit  will  apply.  The 
concession  will  also  apply  in  cases  where  compulsory  evacuation 
has  been  ordered. 

Tar-oil  Analysis  Specifications. — The  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  has  issued,  as  Bulletin  No.  122,  "Specifications  and 
Methods  of  Analysis  for  Tar  Oil  in  Winter  Washes  "  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  6d.).  The  bulletin  is  a  22-pp.  8vo.  booklet,  and  gives 
determinations  of  the  tar-oil  wash  contents  of  neutral  oil,  tar  bases 
and  phenols,  distillation  range  of  neutral  tar  oil,  and  stability  of 
undiluted  and  diluted  washes,  the  methods  for  miscible  tar-oil 
winter  washes  being  repeated  for  stock-emulsion  tar-oil  winter 
washes. 

Prices  of  Goods  Act  Prosecution. — Martin  Burns,  Ltd.,  chemists, 
Charing  Cross  Road,  London,  W.C.,  were  summoned  at  Bow  Street 
Police  Court,  on  July  22,  for  overcharging  for  a  i  lb.  tin  of  Nivea 
face  cream.  Mr.  Symmonds,  prosecuting  for  the  Board  of  Trade, 
said  the  cream  was  inchided  in  the  preparations  covered  by  the 
Prices  of  Goods  Act,  1939.  Traders  were  not  permitted  by  the  Act 
to  put  up  prices  of  certain  goods  unless  they  could  justify  under  a 
number  of  headings  that  the  cost  to  themselves  had  been  increased. 
The  pre-war  price  of  i  lb.  tin  of  Nivea  cream  was  4s.  3d.,  and  with 
the  purchase  tax  of  iid.  it  should  have  been  sold  at  5s.  2d.  A  young 
woman  assistant  at  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital  was  charged  7s.  6d. 
and  she  reported  the  matter.  The  cost  price  was  2s.  gd.  The  manag- 
ing director  of  the  company  produced  the  till  roll  for  the  date  of  the 
purchase  and  said  there  was  no  trace  of  any  payment  of  7s.  6d.  on 
that  day.  The  company  regretted  that  the  purchaser  had  been 
unable  to  identify  the  salesman.  The  magistrate,  Mr.  McKenna, 
said  he  was  satisfied  that  an  irregular  price  was  charged  and  imposed 
a  fine  of  £10  with  £']  js.  costs. 

N.P.U.  Speaker  in  North  London. — Mr.  H.  Noble  (barrister-at- 
law)  addressed  the  July  meeting  of  the  Southgate  and  Wood  Green 
Division  of  the  North  London  Pharmaceutical  Association  on 
"Current  Topics  and  the  Future."  He  dealt  first  with  the  position 
that  will  be  created  by  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Bill.  He 
stressed  the  need  for  the  most  wholehearted  support  of  the  C.F. 
Scheme  as  the  sheet  anchor  for  the  pharmacist  in  his  fight  against 
the  pernicious  results  of  this  "questionable  piece  of  legislation,"  and 
suggested  that  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  should  be  approached 
with  a  view  to  putting  a  ban  on  the  opening  of  businesses  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  pharmacies  closed  through  enlistment ;  this  co- 
operation ultimately  being  extended  to  ensure  that  products  were 
kept  within  pharmacy  at  every  stage  of  manufacture  and  distribu- 
tion. Comments  on  the  extension  of  the  National  Health  Insurance 
benefits  to  the  ;^400  class,  indicated  that  little  extra  business  may 
result  as  the  estimated  extra  turnover  will  be  in  the  region  of  £3  per 
pharmacy  per  annum.  While  it  is  not  expected  to  interfere  with  the 
sale  of  proprietary  articles,  it  is  likely  that  the  amount  of  "private" 
dispensing  will  fall.  In  the  discussion  that  followed  members 
expressed  concern  at  the  failure  to  bring  N.H.I,  dispensing  fees  into 
line  with  present-day  overheads  incidental  to  the  war.  In  order  to 
maintain  the  services,  it  is  estimated  that  pharmacists  have  locked 


up  half  a  million  pounds  in  reserve  supplies  of  drugs,  on  which  no 
profit  is  earned  and  on  which  war-risks  insurance  has  to  be  paid 
twelve  times  a  year.  Summing  up,  Mr.  Noble  appealed  for  100  per 
cent,  support  for  every  effort  that  had  as  its  objective  "Pharmacy 
for  the  pharmacist,"  stressing  that  continued  progress  can  only  be 
achieved  by  the  progressive  action  of  pharmacists  themselves. 

Inquest. — An  inquiry  was  held  at  Esher,  Surrey,  on  July  28, 
into  the  circumstances  attending  the  death  of  Mrs.  Marjorie  E. 
Fellowes,  who  was  found  strangled.  Dr.  J.  H.  Riffel,  Home  Office 
analyst,  said  that  in  Mrs.  Fellowes's  organs  he  found  40  grains  of 
veronal,  equal  to  eight  tablets.  Within  five  hours  of  taking  that 
quantity  Mrs.  Fellowes  would  have  been  in  a  deep  coma  and  in- 
capable of  manipulating  the  stocking  or  tightening  it  in  any  way. 
A  verdict  that  deceased  was  murdered  by  some  person  or  persons 
unknown  was  returned. 

Salford  Analyst's  Report. — The  annual  report  for  1940  of  the 
City  Analyst  of  Salford  records  that  during  the  year  1,344  samples 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  were  taken  in  the  City  of  Salford, 
139  in  the  Borough  of  Eccles,  and  169  in  the  Borough  of  Stretford. 
Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act  samples  numbered  ten,  and 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  samples  four.  Drug  samples  taken  in 
Salford  included  ten  for  seidlitz  powders,  of  which  three  were 
adversely  reported  on  (white  packet  of  extra  strong  powders  found 
to  contain  13-6  per  cent,  excess  of  tartaric  acid  ;  powder  sold  in  two 
white  packets,  one  of  which  contained  cream  of  tartar  and  sodium 
bicarbonate  instead  of  Rochelle  salt  and  sodium  bicarbonate ;  and 
blue  packet  showing  20  per  cent,  excess  of  sodium  bicarbonate). 
The  packers  were  requested  to  take  greater  care,  and  the  owner  of 
the  chemist's  business  in  which  the  two  white  packets  had  been 
dispensed,  and  not  sold  pre-packed,  gave  an  undertaking  to  this 
effect.  A  sample  of  malt  extract  with  cod  liver  oil  was  found  to 
contain  15-4  per  cent,  v/v  of  cod  liver  oil  but  only  3-7  per  cent,  of 
proteins  due  to  malt ;  the  retailer  has  taken  the  matter  up  with  the 
suppliers.  A  fine  of  £^  had  been  inflicted  on  a  chemist  as  a  result  of 
proceedings  taken  when  informal  and  formal  samples  of  glycerin 
of  borax,  both  dispersed  by  the  proprietor,  were  found  to  be  74-2 
and  77-5  per  cent,  deficient  in  borax.  A  sample  of  Indian  brandy 
submitted  by  a  private  purchaser  was  found  to  contain  55-4  per  cent, 
v/v  of  alcohol,  IO-6  per  cent,  of  total  solids  including  extractives 
from  rhubarb  and  a  trace  of  ethyl  nitrite.  The  sample  had  been  in 
stock  several  months,  and  the  analyst's  comment  was  "analytical 
figures  .  .  .  indicated  that  it  consisted  of  Indian  brandy  which  was 
poor  in  ethyl  nitrite  content,  but  no  evidence  was  found  of  any 
unusual  ingredient  likely  to  cause  illness."  Three  samples  of  iodine 
paint  and  two  of  iodine  ointment  were  adversely  reported  on.  Five 
samples  of  compound  syrup  of  figs  were  regarded  as  having  unsatis- 
factory labels.

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PARLIAMENTARY  NEWS  COMPANY  NEWS 


Research  Afiecting  Chemists. — The  Lord  President  of  the  Council 
(Sir  John  Anderson)  informed  Captain  Plugge  on  July  17  that  the  Scientific 
Advisory  Committee  had  taken  steps  to  consult  with  the  representatives 
of  chemists  on  matters  afiecting  their  interests,  but  could  not  say  whether 
the  British  Association  of  Chemists  or  Institute  of  Chemistry  had  as  such 
been  taken  into  consultation. 

Workmen's  Compensation  Jor  Non-manual  Workers. — Mr.  T.  Smith 
asked  the  Home  Secretary  on  July  3  whether,  in  view  of  the  decision  to 
raise  to  £420,  as  from  January  1  next,  the  income  limit  for  compulsory 
health  and  pensions  insurance,  he  would  take  steps  to  increase  the  income 
limit  under  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  for  non-manual  workers. 
Mr.  H.  Morrison  replied  that  the  Government  had  decided  to  include  in  the 
Bill  dealing  with  health  and  pensions  insurance  a  provision  to  amend  the 
definition  of  "workman"  in  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  so  as  to' 
include  non-manual  workers  whose  remuneration  did  not  exceed  £420 
a  year. 

Concentration  of  Production. — Mr.  Rhys  Davies  asked  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  recently  whether  steps  were  being  taken  to  prevent 
machinery  rusting  or  being  sold  for  scrap ;  and  whether  anything  was  being 
done  to  make  it  possible  for  factories  now  being  closed  to  restart  operations 
at  the  close  of  the  war. 

Captain  Waterhouse :  I  would  refer  the  hon.  Member  to  paragraph  9 
of  the  Explanatory  Memorandum  on  the  Concentration  of  Production 
(Cmd.  6258).  It  is  there  stated  that  one  of  the  conditions  which  a  nucleus 
firm  must  satisfy  is  that  it  must  provide  for  the  plant  of  the  closed  firm  to 
be  kept  intact,  unless  the  premises  should  be  requisitioned.  A  register  of 
firms  who  are  parties  to  concentration  arrangements  is  being  kept,  and  the 
Government  departments  concerned  will  take  all  measures  open  to  them 
to  assist  the  speed)'  reopening  after  the  war  of  firms  closed  as  a  result  of 
these  arrangements. 

Small  Traders  and  Rationed  Goods. — Mr.  Isaacs  asked  the  Parlia- 
mentary Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  in  a  written  question  on  July  23 
whether  he  was  aware  that  the  Order  that  prohibits  the  supply  of  rationed 
goods  to  shopkeepers  with  less  than  twenty-five  registered  customers  also 
deprives  them  of  customers  for  other  commodities,  and  whether  he  will 
reconsider  the  Order.  After  referring  the  questioner  to  a  previous  reply, 
Major  Lloyd  George  stated  that  there  was  a  keen  demand  for  moat  types 
of  unrationed  food,  and  he  saw  no  reason  to  suppose  that  that  demand 
would  be  prejudiced  by  a  withdrawal  of  rationed  foods. 

In  replies  to  various  oral  questions  connected  with  the  same  subject, 
Major  Lloyd  George  gave  the  following  information :  There  are  approxi- 
mately 270,000  shops  engaged  in  the  distribution  of  rationed  foodstuffs. 
The  food  executive  officers  have  now  been  given  discretion  to  review  any 
individual  case  in  which  they  consider  that  the  rule  requiring  a  minimum 
of  twenty-five  registrations  would  cause  special  hardship  to  the  public  or 
to  the  trader  concerned.  The  Parliamentary  Secretary  said  he  could  not 
accept  the  view  that  any  genuine  food  shop  would  be  forced  to  close,  but 
there  was  evidence  that  some  retailers  had  obtained  registrations  with 
the  sole  object  of  securing  rationed  food  for  themselves,  their  families 
and  friends  on  wholesale  terms,  and  he  saw  no  reason  why  this  abuse  of  the 
rationing  system  should  be  allowed  to  continue. 

On  these  grounds,  no  modification  of  the  Order  was  contemplated.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


Finishing  Touches. — By  reading  your  lengthy  account  of 
debates  on  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Bill  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons (pp.  38-45)  and  your  lucid  comment  on  them  (pp.  47-48),  we 
can  form  a  fairly  exact  estimate  of  the  final  shape  of  this  contro- 
versial measure.  With  moderate  satisfaction  it  may  be  noted  that 
some  of  the  suggestions  made  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  since 
the  Bill  was  introduced  have  been  adopted — for  instance,  the  re- 
modelling of  clause  I  (I)  (a)  (p.  38)  and  a  provision  controlling  the 
supply'  of  samples  of  proprietary  medicines  (p.  40).  On  the  other 
hand,  it  is  regrettable  that  some  of  the  speakers  proved  to  be 
imperfectly  acquainted  with  the  positions  they  were  discussing,  and 
that  the  rights  of  herbalists  occupied  a  disproportionate  amount  of 
parliamentary  time.  As  the  debates  proceeded,  it  became  evident 
that  the  official  policy  was,  in  general,  to  insist  on  the  letter  of  the 
bond  or  bargain  previously  made  between  the  interests  chiefly 
concerned,  and  save  for  drafting  amendments  to  reject  all  attempts 
to  vary  it.  The  final  remark  of  the  Minister  of  Health  (p.  45),  "  We 
shall  have  to  see  how  this  Act  works  out  and,  in  the  light  of  that, 
see  what  other  steps  are  required  for  the  public  health,"  may  be 
read  as  indicating  a  possible  sequel  to  the  new  Act  at  a  date  con- 
venient to  the  Government,  a  sequel  likely  to  be  evolved  either  at  the 
Ministry  or  in  the  office  of  the  British  Medical  Association. 

Shortage  of  Supplies. — The  Council  of  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association,  a  body  not  usually  regarded  as  aggressive,  has 
been  making  representations  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
and  is  communicating  with  members  of  its  own  manufacturing 
section,  concerning  the  prevalent  shortage  of  supplies  (p.  36). 
While  we  all  realise  that  limitations  of  raw  materials  and  of 
finished  products  are  inevitable,  no  organised  trade  is  prepared 
to  accept  without  question  the  irruption  of  persons  who  think 


they  see  opportunities  for  a  picking  without  the  preliminary  labour 
of  establishing  a  business  connexion.  Such  persons  are  not  likely 
to  worry  much  about  price  agreements :  they  are  more  likely  to 
become  candidates  for  the  P.A.T.A.  Stop  List,  and  in  due  course 
to  disappear  from  one  district  and  reappear  in  another.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  will  undoubtedly  support  any  effort  its 
Council  makes  to  curtail,  and  if  possible  to  end,  the  unwelcome 
activities  of  the.se  intruders. 

John  Rutherford  Hill. — The  announcement  of  Mr.  Rutherford 
Hill's  death  and  the  tributes  justly  paid  to  his  work  (pp.  48-50) 
bring  to  mind  many  meetings  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference at  which  his  genial  presence  was  an  asset.  Endowed  with 
a  strong  personality  combined  with  a  thorough  grasp  of  the  problems 
with  which  he  had  to  deal,  he  was  an  ideal  secretary.  The  reference 
at  his  farewell  function  in  1936  to  the  value  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  North  British  Branch  of  "the  irrefutable  logic  he  used  to 
Mr.  Carteighe  on  the  occasion  of  the  great  leader's  visit  as  president" 
was  well  deserved,  for  it  is  not  a  great  secret  that  Mr.  Carteighe, 
then  in  the  fifth  year  of  his  autocratic  presidency,  had  gone  to 
Edinburgh  with  the  intention  of  laying  down  the  law  in  unmistakable 
terms,  but  had  to  give  way  to  the  well-considered  opinion  of  the 
Society's  resident  secretary,  who  had  only  recently  been  installed 
in  office.  It  may  be  said  that  much  of  Mr.  Hill's  work  was  routine. 
If  I  had  to  advise  a  beginner  in  any  vocation,  I  should  lay  stress  on 
acquiring  a  sound  routine ;  nothing,  in  my  experience,  is  more 
important  in  one's  daily  work  than  to  be  sure  of  a  method  that 
quickly  puts  every  new  demand  in  its  proper  relation  to  the  rest. 
That,  backed  by  the  well-tried  principle  "to  be  rather  than  to 
seem,"  which  our  friend  exemplified,  is  not  a  bad  equipment  for 
a  useful  career.  Xrayser 
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PRICE  PROTECTION  BY  LIMITED  LICENCE 


HE  Court  of  Appeal  (Master  of  the  Rolls  and  Lords  Justices 
lauson  and  du  Parcq),  on  July  25,  allowed  the  appeal  of 
illette  Industries,  Ltd.,  from  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice 
ennett  in  an  action  the  company  brought  against  M.  Alpert,  Green 
treet,  Bethnal  Green,  London,  E,  and  Central  Agencies,  of  Fleet 
treet,  E.C.,  for  injunctions  restraining  the  selling  of  the  appellants' 
zor  blades  in  breach  of  the  limited  licence  on  the  carton  of  the 
acket  containing  the  blades. 

Mr.  Trevor  Watson,  K.C.,  for  the  appellants,  explained  that  before 
r.  Justice  Bennett  (C.  &■  D.,  May  17,  p.  299)  there  was  a  con- 
lidated  action  against  the  respondents  mentioned  and  others.  In 
e  case  of  Alpert  and  Central  Agencies  (the  latter  being  the  trade 
ame  of  one  Solomon)  the  judge  dismissed  the  action,  holding  that 
ere  was  no  proof  that  they  knew,  when  they  bought  the  blades, 
the  condition  printed  on  the  packet  that  they  must  not  be  retailed 
cept  under  the  conditions  shown  in  the  makers'  current  price  list 
on  the  makers'  current  cartons.  The  judge  said  that  if  a  man 
ought  a  packet  of  blades  and  his  attention  was  not  called  to  what 
as  printed  on  the  bottom  of  the  packet  at  the  time  he  made  the 
urchase,  and  he  did  not  read  the  notice  until  after  the  sale,  then 
e  was  not  bound  by  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  patentees. 
The  Master  of  the  Rolls  :  Was  it  proved  that  the  conditions  on  the 
rton  ever  came  to  the  respondents'  notice? — No.  The  Master  of 
e  Rolls :  The  notice  on  the  packets  refers  to  the  makers'  current 
rton.  If  you  assume  that  a  person  bought  a  lot  of  loose  blades, 
order  to  find  out  what  the  retail  price  conditions  are  he  would 
ave  to  get  hold  of  a  current  carton  or  a  current  price  list.  Do  you 
y  that,  having  that  warning,  if  he  chooses  to  sell  at  below  the 
xed  price  without  troubling  to  look  at  the  price  list  or  carton  he 
still  infringing  your  patents  ? — Mr.  Watson  :  Yes.  He  submitted 
at  the  law  went  much  further  than  Mr,  Justice  Bennett  had 
ated  it  in  regard  to  notice  of  conditions  of  sale,  and  that  one  could 
ring  to  the  notice  of  a  purchaser  with  whom  the  seller  was  not 
contractual  relations  imposed  conditions  by  notices  on  such  pack- 
ges  as  were  "exhibits"  in  this  case. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls  observed  that  if  a  person,  in  buying  an 
tide,  had  to  refer  to  another  document  to  discover  the  conditions 
nder  which  the  article  was  sold,  where  was  it  going  to  end  ? 

Mr.  G.  S.  W.  Marlow  (who  was  with  Mr.  Watson)  made  a  number 
legal  submissions  and  analysed  the  evidence.  He  said  his  ca.se 
as  that  the  respondents  knew  at  the  time  of  purchase  that  there 
as  a  condition  attaching  to  the  re-sale  of  the  blades,  and  that  they 
eliberately  re-sold  because  they  said  they  understood  that  the 
atent  was  invalid. 

There  was  no  appearance  for  the  respondents. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls,  giving  judgment,  said  Mr.  Justice 
ennett  refused  the  relief  the  appellants  asked  for  on  the  strict 
round  that  they  had  not  established  that  the  respondents  knew 
t  the  relevant  time  of  the  restrictive  condition  as  to  price.  The 
rst  question  in  the  appeal  related  to  that  matter,  and  the  second 
elated  to  the  judge's  refusal  to  grant  a  certificate  of  validity  of 
lie  patents. 

"The  law  relating  to  the  obligations  of  purchasers  where  a  pa- 
entee  has  imposed  a  condition  as  to  user  is  quite  clear,  for  present 
urposes,"  he  said.  "Mr.  Marlow  tried  to  establish  the  proposition 
hat  knowledge  of  the  restrictive  condition  at  the  time  of  purchase 
ly  the  respondents  of  the  goods  which  they  subsequently  re-sold 
vas  not  essential.  Without  going  into  the  cases  that  have  been 
ited  if  seems  to  me  to  be  established  that  in  order  to  succeed  in 
I  claim  of  this  kind  the  burden  lies  on  the  patentee  to  show  that  the 
lefendant  had  had  brought  to  his  notice  the  restrictive  condition 
elied  upon  at  the  time  when  he  acquired  the  goods,  and  that  it  is 
lot  sufficient  to  show  that  that  condition  came  to  his  knowledge 
n  the  interval  between  his  acquisition  of  the  goods  and  his  disposal 
if  them.  Not  only  does  it  seems  to  me  that  that  matter  is  not 
ettled  but  also  it  appears  to  me  that  the  knowledge  at  that  moment 
f  time  is  the  only  relevant  knowledge  for  this  purpose,  once  the 
rinciple  upon  which  the  person  who  acquires  the  patented  article 
s  affected  by  the  restrictions  is  appreciated." 

But  the  question  whether  there  was  knowledge  in  the  respondents 
it  the  relevant  time  was  one  of  fact,  his  Lordship  went  on,  and 
hat  knowledge  might  be  inferred  from  the  evidence  as  a  whole, 
n  this  case  there  was  evidence  which  the  judge  did  not  mention 
I  his  judgement  and  could  not  have  had  in  mind.  It  was  of  this 
ature :  It  appeared  that  last  summer  all  the  defendants  in  the 
onsolidated  actions  went  in  a  body  to  see  the  appellants'  repre- 
entatives,  and  on  the  testimony  of  those  representatives  it  appeared 


that  their  spokesman,  Mr.  Bernstein,  said  on  their  behalf  that  they 
had  been  misled  into  the  belief  that  the  patents  were  invalid,  and 
that  they  could  not  contest  the  case,  and  could  they  be  let  off  as 
lightly  as  possible  ?  They  admitted  that  they  knew  they  were  on 
dangerous  ground  in  selling  at  a  reduced  price,  but  that  they  thought 
they  "could  get  away  with  it." 

In  those  circumstances,  said  his  Lordship,  the  inference  could 
properly  be  drawn  from  'that  evidence  that  it  amounted  to  an 
admission  that  at  the  date  of  purchase  the  defendants  knew  of  the 
restrictive  conditions.  The  appeal  therefore  should  be  allowed  on 
that  point. 

With  regard  to  the  claim  for  a  certificate  of  validity  of  the  patents, 
his  Lordship  said  this  was  not  a  case  where  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
court  should  be  exercised  to  grant  it. 

Lord  Justice  Clauson,  concurring,  said  a  rather  loose  practice 
had  grown  up  of  granting  these  certificates  on  evidence  on  which 
there  had  been  no  cross-examination,  and  on  which  all  material 
points  had  not  been  thoroughly  canvassed.  Lord  Justice  du  Parcq 
also  agreed.  The  appeal  was  allowed,  and  an  injunction  granted 
against  the  respondents. 

LEMON  SUBSTITUTE 

At  Norman  Cross  (Hunts),  recently,  Peterborough  Co-operative 
Society  were  summoned  for  selling  an  article  of  food  the  label  of 
which  was  calculated  to  mislead  as  to  the  nature,  substance  and 
quality,  at  Fletton,  on  May  27.  Mr.  Wheeler,  prosecuting,  said  that 
an  inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  bought  from  defendants 
three  bottles  of  lemon  substitute  on  which  was  a  label  describing  it 
as  "Victoria  Highly  Concentrated  Lemon  Substitute — Use  on  all 
occasions  in  place  of  lemon.  One  teaspoonful  with  five  of  water 
equals  the  juice  of  one  lemon."  The  inspector  paid  2s.  i|d.  for  the 
three  bottles,  and  submitted  samples  for  analysis.  The  public 
analyst  had  certified  that  the  concentrate  was  only  about  one-third 
as  strong  as  it  appeared  to  be  from  the  label,  and  that  it  needed  at 
least  three  teaspoonfuls  of  the  mixture  to  make  the  equivalent  of  the 
juice  of  one  lemon.  Dr.  S.  Greenberg,  public  analyst,  said  the  pre- 
paration contained  i2'23  per  cent,  of  citric  acid,  o-86  per  cent,  of 
phosphoric  acid,  a  trace  of  colouring  matter  and  the  rest  was  water. 
Vitamin  C  was  absent.  One  teaspoonful  of  the  preparation  contained 
only  0-55  grams  of  citric  acid,  whereas  natural  lemon  juice  contained 
1-89  grams.  Dr.  Hunt,  defending,  said:  There  was  no  basis  on 
which  to  start  in  defining  a  lemon  or  a  small  lemon.  The  preparation 
was  a  lemon  substitute  ;  it  could  be  a  completely  different  substance, 
as  saccharin  tablets  were  a  substitute  for  sugar.  It  was  never  pre- 
tended that  the  lemon  substitute  was  of  the  nature,  quality  or 
substance  of  lemon  juice,  or  that  it  contained  the  constituents  of 
lemon.  Mr.  F.  A.  Lyne,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  said  he  accepted  the  analysis 
given.  The  important  point  in  a  •ubstitute  was  to  simulate  the 
flavour.  Phosphoric  acid  was  a  mineral  acid,  and  replaced  a  large 
quantity  of  citric  acid,  the  deficiency  referred  to  by  Dr.  Greenberg. 
Mr.  G.  A.  Brooks,  M.P.S.,  superintendent  chemist  to  the  society, 
produced  the  preparation  which  he  called  a  substitute  for  lemon 
juice  flavour,  made  without  citric  acid.  If  the  substitute  contained 
the  same  ingredients  as  the  original  article  it  would  not  be  a  substi- 
tute. It  would  be  the  original  thing.  The  Chairman  said  there  was 
just  an  element  of  doubt  in  the  case,  which  would  therefore  be 
dismissed. 


No-STOCKiNG  Cosmetics. — A  "bare  leg  beauty  bar,"  at  which 
women  can  have  their  legs  sprayed  with  sun-tan  lotion,  was  opened 
at  a  Croydon  store  recently. 

Ventilation  in  the  Black-out — A  leaflet  bearing  this  title  has 
been  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Home  Security  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  one  penny).  The  leaflet  deals  with  domestic  windows, 
and  is  illustrated  with  diagrams.  The  publication  is  of  special 
interest  in  view  of  the  approaching  end  of  double  summer-time. 

Sugar  Substitute. — The  Cheshire  county  analyst  reports  that 
there  appears  to  be  a  tendency  for  manufacturers  to  use  saccharin  as 
a  sweetening  agent  in  bun  and  cake  flour,  etc.  In  this  connexion  test 
.samples  of  a  "Sweetened  bun  flour,"  a  "Liquid  sweetener"  and  a 
"Sweetener"  were  purchased  all  of  which  contained  undeclared 
saccharin.  Although  it  is  doubtful,  the  report  continues,  whether 
there  is  any  legal  compulsion  to  declare  the  presence  of  saccharin  it 
is  felt  that  its  presence  in  any  article  of  food  should  be  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  public. 
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Physiology  of  Perspiration. — The  skin  of  human  beings  is 
provided  with  two  kinds  of  glands,  the  sebaceous  glands,  which 
secrete  an  oily,  semi-fluid  substance,  and  the  sweat  glands,  which 
secrete  sweat.  The  latter  are  of  two  types,  the  eccrine  and  apocrine 
glands,  which  differ  in  structure,  distribution  and  secretion.  The 
eccrine  glands,  which  occur  in  most  parts  of  the  body,  are  the 
true  sweat  glands  and  discharge  their  secretion  on  to  the  skin  surface. 
This  secretion  consists  mainly  of  water,  salts,  and  other  water- 
soluble  substances.  The  apocrine  glands,  which  develop  at  puberty 
and  are  confined  to  certain  areas  of  the  body,  discharge  their  secretion 
into  the  hair  follicles.  These  glands  secrete  water-soluble  substances, 
fatty  and  nitrogenous  substances,  and  cellular  products.  In  adults, 
the  sweat  glands  are  most  numerous  on  the  palms  of  the  hands 
and  soles  of  the  feet,  less  numerous  on  the  head  and  still  less  on  the 
trunk.  The  principal  physiological  purpose  of  sweating  is  the 
regulation  of  the  temperature  of  the  body,  evaporation  of  sweat 
resulting  in  loss  of  body  heat.  Other  important  functions  of  the 
sweat  glands  have  become  recognised  in  recent  years,  among  which 
are  removal  of  lactic  acid  from  the  blood  following  exertion,  main- 
tenance of  the  elasticity  of  the  skin,  etc.  Sweat  is  controlled  by 
the  central  nervous  system  and  among  its  causative  factors  the 
most  important  is  exposure  to  heat,  when  the  perspiration  takes 
place  over  the  whole  body  surface,  except  the  palms  of  the  hands 
and  soles  of  the  feet.  Sweat  is  also  induced  by  sensory  or  emotional 
factors,  in  which  cases  it  only  occurs  on  the  palms  of  the  hands, 
soles  of  the  feet,  and  in  the  armpits.  The  amount  of  sweat  secreted 
by  normal  individuals  varies  according  to  the  governing  factors, 
such  as  physical  exertion,  temperature  and  humidity  of  surrounding 
atmosphere.  In  less  humid  conditions,  the  process  of  sweating 
continues  imperceptibly,  but  when  the  atmosphere  is  very  humid 
— especially  where  there  is  considerable  physical  activity — the 
sweat  secreted  collects  on  the  skin  in  droplets.  Opinions  vary  con- 
cerning the  amount  of  sweat  secreted,  but  one  recent  estimate 
puts  the  average  figure  at  40  c.c.  per  kilogram  per  hour  for  a  normal 
resting  man.  As  regards  the  reaction  of  sweat,  according  to  one 
authority  this  is  normally  acid,  that  of  males  being  on  the  average 
pH  6-14  and  that  of  females  pn  In  conditions  other  than 

normal,  for  example,  during  heavy  exertion,  the  reaction  may  change 
to  slightly  alkaline.  The  odour  of  perspiration  varies  with  different 
individuals  and  in  different  parts  of  the  body,  but  its  offensive 
odour  is  usually  due  to  the  decomposition  of  fatty  acids  of  low 
molecular  weight,  which  takes  place  on  the  skin  after  secretion. 
Apart  from  the  normal  physiological  process  of  sweating,  there  are 
several  disorders  of  the  sweat  glands,  which  result  in  excessive 
perspiration  or  offensive  smelling  perspiration,  etc. 

Perspiration  Remedies. — Of  the  numerous  preparations  mar- 
keted as  deodorants,  there  are  two  main  classes,  {a)  those  which 
absorb  and  deodorise  the  perspiration ;  (6)  those  which  are  intended 
to  control  the  secretion  of  pers]Sration.  Preparations  which  merely 
cover  the  odour  of  perspiration  should  be  avoided.  Deodorant 
cosmetics  can  be  offered  in  the  form  of  powder,  cream  or  lotion, 
and  the  ingredients  of  each  type  are  fairly  numerous.    Thus,  for

powders,  chalk,  talc,  boric  acid,  zinc  oxide  and  stearate,  kaolin 
magnesium  carbonate,  and  peroxides  of  zinc  and  magnesium,  hav( 
been  used.  Some  of  these  act  simply  by  absorbing  the  sweat,  e.g 
talc  and  kaolin,  others,  e.g.  chalk,  zinc  oxide  and  peroxide,  reac- 
with  it  chemically,  while  others  are  antiseptic,  preventing  thi 
growth  of  the  skin  bacteria  responsible  for  the  decomposition  of  thi 
sweat  constituents.  Sodium  hexametaphosphate  has  also  beei 
used  in  powder  form,  as  well  as  in  solution,  with  considerable  succes; 
in  controlling  excessive  perspiration.  Deodorant  pastes  act  in  ; 
similar  way  and  can  be  made  with  various  cream  bases,  incorporatin; 
some  of  the  foregoing  substances.  Certain  of  the  fatty  bases  use( 
in  such  creams  are  also  able  to  take  up  the  fatty  acid  compound 
of  the  sweat,  and  assist  in  the  deodorising  action.  Deodorant: 
which  are  intended  as  anti-perspirants  should  have  astringen 
properties,  so  that  the  perspiration  can  be  reduced  in  the  area  o 
application.  The  main  effect  of  such  preparations  is  the  coagulatinj 
effect  on  the  skin.  In  formulating  deodorant  preparations,  car( 
should  be  taken  that  the  astringent  ingredients  are  not  present  ii 
quantities  which  would  produce  any  irritation  of  the  areas  treated 
Among  the  several  substances  used  in  anti-perspirant  preparation, 
are  the  aluminium  salts,  formalin,  boric  and  benzoic  acids,  zin( 
sulphocarbolate,  hexamine,  ^-hydroxybenzoic  esters,  etc. 

Formulation. — In  preparing  deodorants,  the  powders  wil 
probably  be  the  simplest  to  compound,  use  being  made  of  severa 
of  the  absorbent  and  antiseptic  powders  mentioned  above,  i.e.  talc 
kaolin  and  chalk,  as  the  base,  with  the  addition  of  smaller  quantitie; 
of  zinc  oxide  and  stearates.  As  regards  deodorant  lotions,  th 
favourite  ingredients  are  the  aluminium  salts,  most  of  which  an 
difficult  to  obtain  at  the  moment.  Of  these  the  chloride  and  sulphat 
are  perhaps  the  most  commonly  used,  in  spite  of  certain  well-knowr 
disadvantages,  and  although  supplies  are  curtailed  from  certaii 
sources,  small  quantities  may  be  available  on  inquiry.  The  positioi 
of  supply  of  the  acetate  is  not  so  difficult,  but  this  salt  should  be 
used  sparingly  on  account  of  its  acetic  odour.  Aluminium  sulpho 
carbolate  has  also  been  used  with  considerable  success  as  an  astrin 
gent  and  odourless  deodorant.  Small  supplies  may  be  obtainable 
on  inquiry.  The  acetotartrate  is  also  recommended  in  these  lotions 
Where  it  is  desired  to  use  an  aluminium  salt,  and  supplies  are  difficull 
to  obtain,  some  compounders  will  be  able  to  prepare  their  own  salts 
from  alum  or  aluminium  hydroxide.  The  addition  of  a  small  amounf 
of  boric  acid  is  advocated  in  solutions  of  aluminium  salts  to  preven 
the  precipitation  of  the  latter.  Glycerin  and  alcohol  in  small  amoun 
can  also  be  included  in  addition  to  the  perfume.  Deodorant  cream; 
can  be  made  with  a  base  of  either  a  vanishing  cream  type  or  the 
greasy  type.  For  the  former,  glyceryl  monostearate  is  a  usefu 
ingredient  and  the  cream  is  made  in  a  similar  way  to  vanishing 
cream.  When  glyceryl  monostearate  is  used,  an  anti-perspiran 
substance  should  be  used  that  will  not  break  down  the  cream 
Such  substances  as  titanium  dioxide  or  hexamine  are  used  in  these 
creams.  In  the  case  of  creams  made  with  a  petroleum  or  othei 
greasy  base,  anti-perspirants  such  as  zinc  oxide,  magnesium  car 
bonate,  can  also  be  used.  Creams  of  the  latter  type  are  made  b} 
mixing  the  solid  ingredients  to  a  smooth  paste  with  the  greasy  base 
and  are  slightly  perfumed.

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ENGLISH  HERB  CROP  REPORTS 

Joseph  W.  Seymour. — Peppermint  and  dill  are  both  fair  crops,  only 
needing  favourable  weather. 

Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co. — Owing  to  the  sexere  winter,  and  the  late 
frosts  experienced  this  year,  growth  in  general  has  been  retarded.  In  spite 
of  these  difficulties,  however,  crops  are  now  flourishing,  and  the  harvest, 
though  from  four  to  five  weeks  late,  should  be  above  average.  Belladonna. 
— This  suffered  from  the  late  frosts,  but  has  made  an  excellent  recovery  and 
should  crop  well.  Digitalis. — Also  suffered  from  the  late  frosts,  but  is  now 
growing  well  and  shows  promise  of  a  good  harvest.  Henbane. — Second 
biennial  plants  have  suffered  severely  from  frost ;  the  first-year  plants  are 
in  good  condition,  and  should  crop  above  normal.  Stramonium. — In 
excellent  condition,  with  robust  plants  that  should  crop  well.  Valerian. 
— In  good  condition;  harvest  should  be  above  normal.  Aconite. — An 
average  crop. 

Potter  &  Clarke,  Ltd. — This  year  English  herbs  will  be  of  good  quality 
but  poor  quantity :  prices  will  be  at  an  advance  on  account  of  the  higher 
costs  of  labour  and  fuel.  About  a  month  ago  the  season  appeared  to  be 
promising  but,  although  we  had  good  rains  in  June,  the  very  dry  weather 
setting  in  afterwards  has  not  given  the  plants  an  opportunity  to  grow. 
Good  crops :  Dandelion,  burdock,  nettle,  comfrey,  wormwood,  tansy  and 
clary  sage.  Poor  crops  :  Coltsfoot,  agrimony,  wood  sage,  centaury,  parsley 
piert,  peppermint.  Short  crops:  Rue,  motherwort,  hyssop,  southernwood, 
scullcap;  these  were  affected  by  the  cold  spell  in  April  and  May,  and  will 
be  much  scarcer  than  last  season.  All  crops  are  remarkably  free  from 
blight.  Pennyroyal,  marshmallow  and  horehound  will  be  short:  the 
foreign-grown  have  previously  been  sold  at  such  low  prices  that  cultivation 
has  been  reduced.  Chamomile  Flowers.— I'he  bulk  of  supplies  previously 
obtained  from  Belgium  and  France  have  been  cut  off  and  only  limited 
supplies  of  English  will  be  obtainable.  Culinary  herbs. — Parsley. — Very 
bad  indeed,  and  will  be  scarce  if  the  dry  weather  continues.  Sage. — The 
first-cut  seems  fairly  satisfactory;  if  we  get  rain  there  should  be  a  good 
season.  Mint. — Fair  crop ;  plants  appear  quite  healthy.  Tarragon. — Good. 
Thyme  and  marjoram. — Have  been  unremunera five  for  years,  owing  to 
the  low  price  of  the  foreign  article ;  a  very  small  crop  is  available.

"A  Remarkable  Piece  of  Legislation

As  our  readers  are  aware  from  the  report  published  in  the  late 
lews  in  the  C.  (S-  D.  last  week  (Coloured  Supplement,  p.  xv),  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Bill  passed  its  Third  Reading  in  the  House 
af  Commons  on  July  22.  Since  then  the  Bil-1  has  also  passed  the 
First  Reading  in  the  House  of  Lords.  It  may  be  taken  as  certain 
bhat  the  Bill  will  receive  the  Royal  Assent  in  the  near  future  and 
that  few,  if  any,  further  changes  will  be  made.  The  final  stages  in  the 
"ommons  were  important  as  witnessing  the  addition  of  three  new 
lauses  dealing  respectively  with  the  enforcement  of  certain  sections 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  power  of  the  Statutory  Com- 
mittee over  corporate  bodies,  and  (consequent  upon  the  latter)  the 
jxercise  of  jurisdiction  by  the  Statutory  Committee.  Of  the  several 
imendments,  the  one  moved  by  Mr.  Ernest  Brown  (the  Minister  of 
Health)  concerns  all  branches  of  the  drug  trade,  dealing  as  it  does 
ivith  disclosure  of  the  formula.  The  Minister  gave  an  admirable 
explanation  of  the  ways  in  which  disclosur»may  be  made. 

Members  of  Parliament,  or  at  least  the  majority  of  those  who 
took  part  in  the  debates,  are  evidently  of  the  opinion  that  they  have 
assisted  to  the  Statute  Book  what  was  characterised  by  Sir  Francis 
Fremantle  as  "a  remarkable  piece  of  legislation."  The  same 
member,  during  the  discussion  on  the  disclosure  of  the  composition, 
said:  "We  were  afraid  that  the  proprietary  trade  might  object  to 
this  quantitative  statement,  and  I  think  it  is  to  their  credit  that  they 
met  the  Minister  in  this  respect  and  agreed  to  the  provision."  This 
graceful  compliment  would  be  particularly  appreciated  by  certain 
members  of  the  House,  but  it  is  perhaps  unfortunate  that,  as  a 
member  of  the  medical  profession,  Sir  Francis  was  not  more  familiar 
with  the  position  that  has  been  brought  about  in  recent  years  as  a 
result  of  the  destamping  of  proprietaries.  In  view  of  the  secret 
negotiations  that  have  been  going  on  and  the  agreements  arrived 
at,  it  was  perhaps  scarcely  possible  for  members  who  are  also  phar- 
macists to  oppose  the  Bill,  but  they  seem  to  have  been  strangely 
lacking  in  applying  correctives  to  the  erroneous  opinions  apparently 
held  by  a  number  of  their  fellow-members. 

We  quite  agree  with  the  description  of  the  Bill  as  "a  remarkable 
piece  of  legislation ' ' — but  not  for  the  reasons  given  by  the  user 
of  the  phrase.  The  amendment  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
1933.  'was  the  subject  of  a  "straw"  vote  by  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  (February  15,  p.  97)  which  revealed  that  of  the  twenty 
councillors  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  who  replied  ten  were 
definitely  against,  none  in  favour  and  ten  indefinite.  Then  came 
the  letter  from  the  Home  Secretary  and  the  Council's  opposition 
seems  to  have  collapsed  like  a  house  of  cards.  The  contents  of  that 
communication  have  not  been  divulged,  and  many  members  of  the 
Society  have  inquired  as  to  its  nature.  Unless  there  is  a  really  good 
reason  for  secrecy  we  think  the  letter  should  have  been  sent  to 
the  pharmaceutical  Press  for  publication.  The  Society  was  charged 
by  Parliament  with  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  Part  I  of  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  and  as  it  was  endeavouring  to  do 


so  in  an  impartial  manner  there  would  seem  to  be  no  reason  why 
a  Minister  in  a  democratic  government  should  adopt  an  autocratic 
attitude.  Were  any  of  the  pharmacists  in  the  House  acquainted 
with  its  contents  ?  We  had  reason  to  expect  that  the  letter  would 
be  referred  to  in  the  course  of  the  debate  in  the  Commons,  but 
nothing  transpired  that  in  any  way  revealed  its  purport. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  learn  the  views  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  and  of  the  Executive  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
on  this  legislation  in  its  final  form.  The  former  body  is  to  have  its 
statutory  powers  extended  and  the  organisation  required  to  carry 
out  the  new  duties  will  certainly  leave  less  accommodation  for  poten- 
tial tenants  in  the  Brunswick  Square  building  when  it  is  completed. 
In  view  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union's  last-minute  effort 
at  amending  the  Bill  (with  the  clause  proposed  by  Sir  Dymoke 
White),  it  is  clear  that  its  Executive  is  not  altogether  satisfied,  or 
at  least  that  matters  have  not  gone  "according  to  plan."  The 
outcome,  so  far  as  pharmacy  is  concerned,  is  debatable.  The  view 
has  been  expressed  in  some  quarters  that  pharmacy's  leaders  are 
taking  the  long  view,  but  this  will  afford  little  consolation  to  the 
pharmacist  who  finds  two  vendors  of  proprietary  medicines  com- 
peting with  him  where  formerly  there  was  only  one.  Moreover, 
long  views  have  a  habit  of  changing  their  appearances  when  seen 
from  close  to.  It  may  even  be  found  that  the  whole  profession 
requires  reorganising,  but  one  of  the  first  things  that  is  necessary 
is  -an  adequate  and  up-to-date  public  relations  department.  Phar- 
macy's case  has  never  been  adequately  presented.  If  it  had,  we 
might  now  be  recording  a  stride  forward  in  public  health  organi- 
sation rather  than  just  "a  remarkable  piece  of  legislation." 

A  Costly  Collection 

In  a  letter  printed  in  the  "Daily  Telegraph"  on  July  16,  Mr. 
W.  O.  James,  whose  views  on  the  collection  of  medicinal  herbs  are 
entitled  to  respect  because  he  writes  from  the  Department  of  Botany, 
Oxford  University,  records  his  experience  that,  through  neglect 
of  precautions  in  picking  and  carting,  more  than  half  the  material 
sent  in  to  him  for  drying  has  been  useless.  As  the  writer  points  out,  the 
collection  of  medicinal  herbs  can  be  made  the  occasion  for  a  pleasant 
country  outing,  health-giving  to  the  collectors  quite  apart  from  any 
ultimate  benefit  to  the  sick,  but  that  collection  without  provision 
for  proper  drying  is  labour  lost.  Foxglove  leaf  was  the  drug  to 
which  Mr.  James  was  specifically  referring  but,  as  has  recently  been 
emphasised  in  these  columns,  similar  difficulties  present  themselves 
in  connexion  with  the  collection  of  many  other  medicinal  herbs  in 
the  list  published  by  the  promoters  of  the  national  scheme  for  the 
collection  of  wild  plants.  Collectors  who  received  preliminary 
instruction  on  methods  of  packing  and  transport  to  the  drying 
centre  sent  in  material  which  proved  to  be  "in  good  condition,"  but 
the  "loss  of  time  and  useless  rifling  of  the  foxglove  population"  by 
ignorant  collectors  are  rightly  deplored.  Should  the  percentage  of 
useful  material  not  rise  far  above  the  50  per  cent,  mark,  collection 
of  wild  plants,  even  in  war-time,  will  remain  extravagant  and  un- 
profitable. Clearly  the  collectors  should  be  organised  into  parties, 
and  with  each  party  should  be  at  least  one  person  able  to  give 
assistance  in  recognition  and  subsequent  handling.  For  this  work 
pharmacists,  with  their  training  in  botany  and  pharmacognosy, 
are  admirably  adapted. 

Location  of  Lidustry  Restriction 

The  Control  of  Factory  and  Storage  Premises,  which  was  set  up  by 
the  Board  of  Trade  to  co-ordinate  the  requirements  of  all  Government 
departments  for  factory  and  storage  accommodation  and  to  ensure 
that  these  requirements  are  met  with  a  minimum  of  disturbance 
to  other  essential  production,  is  now  in  operation,  and  is  consulted 
by  all  Government  departments  and  local  authorities  before  premises 
are  requisitioned  or  otherwise  taken  over  by  them.  It  has  been 
decided  to  extend  this  control  to  the  use  of  premises  by  private  firms, 
and  an  Order — The  Location  of  Industry  (Restriction)  Order,  1941 — 
has  now  been  made  and  will  come  into  operation  immediately.  The 
Order  (S.R.  &  O.,  1941,  No.  1,100)  provides  that  no  person  may, 
without  a  licence  issued  by  the  Board  of  Trade : — 

(1)  Carry  on  at  any  factory  or  warehouse  having  an  area  of 
3,000  or  more  feet  super  any  trade  or  business  not  carried  on 
there  previously  or 

(2)  Carry  on  at  other  premises.having  an  area  of  3,000  or  more 
feet  super,  whatever  their  previous  use,  a  business  of  production 
or  storage. 

The  Order  does  not  apply  to  shops  or  to  new  buildings  and  a 
general  licence  is  being  issued  providing  for  the  use  of  premises  for 
temporary  storage  purposes  without  a  specific  licence.  Special 
consideration  will  be  given  to  applications  by  firms  dispossessed  by 
enemy  action  or  through  other  causes  outside  their  control,  to  use 
alternative  premises  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  their  former  place 
of  business.

In  normal  times,  as  August  approaches  there  is  usually  a  considerable 
slowing-down  of  business  on  the  London  drug  markets.  This  year,  however, 
there  is  no  evidence  of  the  traditional  lull,  and  merchants  and  brokers  are 
carrying  on  as  usual.  Business  on  the  whole  is  fairly  good,  and  conditions 
are  quite  steady.  Perhaps  the  most  interesting  development  of  the  week 
has  been  the  freezing  of  Japanese  assets  in  Great  Britain,  the  United 
States  and  Empire  territories  by  joint  Government  declarations,  with  the 
result  that  no  business  can  now  be  carried  on  with  Japanese  interests 
unless  a  special  permit  is  obtained.  Action  on  somewhat  similar  lines  has 
been  taken  by  the  Netherlands  East  Indies  Government.  The  effect  of 
these  new  measures  on  the  London  markets  will  probably  be  negligible, 
because  practically  no  business  has  been  done  with  Japan  for  over  a  year, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  payment  was  required  in  advance  of  shipment. 
Chinese  products,  however,  are  considerably  firmer,  in  view  of  the  possi- 
bility of  difficulty  with  shipments  from  that  country.  Among  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemicals  the  tone  in  most  products  continues  steady. 
Barbitone  and  its  sodium  derivative  are  both  very  firm.  Demand  for 
Bismuth  continues  about  average,  and  makers'  prices  are  unchanged. 
Cocaine  salts  are  steady  at  the  recent  advance.  Phenacetin  and 
Phenazone  are  firmly  held.  Sulphonal  is  likely  to  become  rather  dearer. 

Crude  Drugs 

Business  in  these  commodities  has  been  on  a  fair  scale,  with  most  of  the 
orders  coming  from  the  consuming  trades.  Several  price  movements  are 
noted,  mostly  in  an  upward  direction.  The  small  remaining  stocks  of 
unrestricted  Agar  have  again  attracted  a  good  deal  of  demand,  and  further 
sales  have  been  made  at  the  figures  quoted  last  week.  No  forward  offers 
of  new-crop  CuraQao  Aloes  have  been  received.  The  tendency  for 
Antimony  ore  prices  to  rise  is  not  yet  reflected  in  the  value  of  the  metal. 
Balsams  are  quoted  at  steady  figures.  Stocks  of  Benzoin  are  difficult  to 
replace,  on  account  of  lack  of  freight  from  origin.  Spot  values  of  BucHU 
are  a  shade  lower,  but  shipment  is  unchanged.  There  are  still  no  new-crop 
offers  of  Cascara  sagrada.  Cloves  is  now  steady.  Hydrastis  is  dearer. 
The  shipment  price  of  Matto  Grosso  Ipecacuanha  shows  an  advance; 
Minas  is  dearer  on  spot  and  forward  offers  are  difficult  to  obtain.  Dealers 
are  asking  rather  more  for  Lobelia  herb.  Forward  offers  of  Chinese 
Menthol  are  understood  to  have  been  withdrawn,  owing  to  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  freight.  It  is  reported  that  prices  of  Peppers  are  likely  to  be 
controlled ;  values  have  declined  during  the  week.  Dealers  report  a  good 
inquiry  for  Rhubarb.  Reports  from  the  source  indicate  that  the  Senega 
crop  will  be  small,  the  reason  given  being  shortage  of  labour.  Shellac  is 
quiet.  Quotations  for  the  medium  grades  of  Tragacanth  have  advanced. 

Essential  Oils 

The  products  of  this  market  have  sold  steadily  in  limited  quantities  at 
prices  mostly  unchanged  from  those  noted  last  week.  Anise  (star) 
remains  in  restricted  supply  and  replacements  are  not  likely  to  be  available 
for  some  time.  Bay  is  quoted  steady.  Bois  de  rose;  is  at  the  higher  level 
noted  last  week.  American  Cedarwood  would  now  be  worth  a  few  pence 
more  per  lb.  on  spot.  Values  of  English-made  Clove  are  steady.  Lemon- 
grass  is  dearer  on  spot.  Spot  supplies  of  Lime  are  restricted  and  high 
prices  are  ruling.  The  value  of  Mandarin  remains  a  matter  for  negotiation. 
No  further  advance  is  recorded  for  Californian  sweet  Orange  ;  spot  prices 
of  other  grades  would  have  to  be  negotiated.  It  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  to  find  sellers  of  Chinese  Peppermint,  and  the  sustained  demand 
is  difficult  to  meet.  Wormseed  in  small  supply  is  quoted  by  dealers  at  the 
increased  prices  recorded  last  week.

Sales  oJ  Poisons  in  Eire. — I  am  anxious  to  bring  the  following  sugges- 
tion to  the  notice  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland.  In  every  part 
of  rural  Ireland  poisons  of  all  kinds  are  being  sold  in  grocers'  shops. 
Chemists  are  nervous  of  reporting  these  offenders  for  various  reasons.  My 
suggestion  is  that  the  pharmacy  inspectors  go  on  a  tour  of  the  country, 
go  into  these  rural  shops,  and  make  test  purchases.  Then  no  blame  will 
attach  to  the  local  chemist  and  there  will  be  no  bad  feeling  between  him 
and  the  grocers.  If  even  a  couple  were  fined  in  the  country  it  would  have 
good  results.  I  personally  have  seen  a  well-known  rat  poison  and  lysol 
prominently  displayed  in  grocers'  shops  this  week. — Midland  Chemist  (8/7).

Rutherford  Hill. — The  passing  of  this  remarkable  man  severs  another 
strong  and  precious  link  with  the  pharmaceutical  past.  It  is  no  exaggeration 
to  assert  that  Rutherford  Hill  embodied  in  his  time  the  whole  essence  of 
pharmacy,  for  he  knew  more  of  pharmaceutical  legislation,  politics,  practice 
and  research  during  the  past  fifty  years  than  any  other  man  or  woman. 
He  not  only  knew  of  it,  but  he  had  been  in  it — working,  fighting,  experi- 
menting, teaching — and  all  he  knew  he  freely  and  cheerfully  shared  with 
the  rest  of  the  pharmaceutical  community  from  the  youngest  apprentice 
to  the  oldest  research  worker.  My  first  meeting  with  him  was  more  than 
fifty  years  ago  when  a  callow  youth  very  subdued  after  passing  through 
the  hands  of  the  examiners  at  36  York  Place,  I  was  heartened  by  his 
hand-grip  of  congratulation  and  his  exhortation  to  "go  in  for  the  Major 
now."  It  was  my  good  fortune  to  meet  him  periodically  in  after  years 
in  Edinburgh,  in  London,  and  at  Conferences  in  various  parts  of  the 
country,  and  he  was  always  the  same — genial,  cheerful  and  brimming  over 
with  mterest  in  many  things,  but  mainly  in  the  pharmaceutical  affairs 
of  the  moment.  I  have  listened  to  him  telling  eager,  young  pharmacists 
who  had  carried  out  some — as  they  considered — original  research  work  in 
some  drug,  galenical  or  chemical,  how  twenty  years  before  he  had  con- 
tributed a  paper  on  the  same  subject  to  the  fi.P.C.  or  the  North  British 
branch.  1  have  watched  him  in  the  political  arena  standing  foar-square 
and  unshakeable  to  doughty  opponents,  even  to  Glyn- Jones  himself — then 
his  superior  officer — but  with  never  an  aftermath  of  bitterness.  I  par- 
ticularly remember  the  shout  of  laughter  (in  which  J.  R.  H.  heartily  joined) 
at  one  particular  Conference,  where  it  was  elicited  in  discussing  some  paper 
or  other  that  Rutherford  Hill  (the  rabid  temperance  reformer)  was  the 
expert  on  "Whisky  in  Scotland."  That  incident  was  recalled  in  our  last 
conversation  (at  the  Birmingham  Conference  two  years  ago)  when  J.  R.  H. 
explained  that  in  an  analytical  laboratory  in  Edinburgh  in  which  he  was 
engaged  for  some  time,  the  testing  of  Scottish  whiskies  was  one  of  his 
principal  jobs,  and  he  thus  gained  considerable  insight  into  the  subject. 
As  resident  secretary  in  Scotland  he  succeeded  another  notable  phar- 
maceutical Scot — Mr.  Peter  MacEwan,  who  subsequently  became  Editor 
of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  I  have  often  been  asked  why  Rutherford 
Hill  was  not  promoted  to  the  senior  official  position  at  Bloomsbury  Square, 
but  never  could  give  a  satisfactory  answer.  Perhaps  he  was  too  strong 
meat  for  London.  Certainly  easy  compromise  was  not  one  of  his  attributes, 
and  compromise  seems  to  be  a  necessary  component  of  any  political 
success. —  Williatn  Chalmers,  Stirbitoii. 

Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Bill. — The  various  opinions  expressed  by 
pharmacists,  wholesalers  and  others  on  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Bill  (C.  &  D.,  July  12,  p.  r3)  show  conclusively  the  difficulty  there  is 
in  understanding  the  legal  phraseology  and  exactly  what  it  is  intended 
to  mean.  Some  of  your  correspondents  seem  to  see  in  this  Bill  a  definite 
advance,  whilst  others  read  into  its  clauses  a  further  setback  for 
pharmacy.  For  example,  Mr.  Collins,  Birkenhead,  considers  the  Bill 
puts  the  brake  on  the  activities  of  certain  organisations,  and  Barclay 
tk  Sons,  Ltd.,  look  on  it  as  the  logical  trend  of  legislation  during 
recent  years,  whereby  further  effort  is  made  to  assist  the  chemist 
against  outside  competition.  I  am  afraid  this  does  not  coincide  with  the 
retail  chemist's  idea  of  recent  legislation,  which  has  hedged  the  pharmacist 
round  with  restrictions  and  increased  his  responsibilities  without  any 
cxsmpensation  or  protection  from  unqualified  competitors.  On  the  reverse 
side,  Mr.  Eirwyn  Owen,  Bangor,  remarks  "the  'co-ops'  win  this  time." 
If  the  Bill  is  passed  as  it  stands,  then  the  future  interpretation  of  its  clauses 
may  show  they  are  by  no  means  so  favourable  to  pharmacists.  Even  now 
there  are  distinct  contradictions  in  the  interpretation  by  some  of  your 
correspondents,  and  nobody  can  say  what  the  findings  of  a  court  might 
be.  Mr.  Harold  E.  Matthews,  Bristol,  writes  that  he  cannot  see  how  under 
the  Bill  a  qualified  chemist  can  operate  branch  drug  businesses  with 
unqualified  management.  If  by  this  he  is  referring  to  a  subsidiary  business 
seJling  drugs  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  Bill,  and 
not  to  a  drug  store  pure  and  simple,  then  his  view  is  opposed  to  that  of 
"Adest"  as  stated  in  his  "Notes  on  the  Pharmacy  BiU"  (p.  20).  Mr. 
Crummack,  Leeds,  takes  Section  i  (4)  as  meaning  that  a  pharmacist  in 
retail  practice  will  not  be  able  to  supply  packed  drugs  bearing  the  address 
of  his  pharmacy  for  sale  at  a  shop  where  drugs  and  medical  and  surgical 
appliances  are  not  a  predominant  part.  Mr.  Shepherd,  Liverpool,  considers 
the  " co-ops"  would  be  able  to  sell  packed  goods  bearing  the  name  of 
the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society.  In  my  view  there  is  much  to 
be  said  for  the  compulsory  disclosure  of  the  contents  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines by  Clause  6,  but  it  should  be  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  the 
agreed  amendment  with  regard  to  the  use  of  accepted  names.  Mr. 
Woolby  Brooke  refers  to  this,  pointing  out  that  phenacetin  would  tell 
the  buyer  rather  more  than  paraphenetidin.    Some  names  of  commonly 


used  drugs  are  fairly  familiar  to  the  public,  and  it  would  be  better  if  i1 
were  made  obligatory  for  these  names  to  be  used,  and  not  the  more  abstrus* 
chemical  nomenclature.  The  Bill  permits  the  continued  sale  of  single 
branded  drugs  already  on  the  market,  and  it  is  for  these  that  the  use  ol 
the  familiar  titles  should  be  compulsory.  Mr.  Neville  Booth  suggest; 
that,  as  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts  are  repealed,  the  right  of  other  trader; 
to  sell  proprietary  medicines  automatically  disappears,  and  pharmacist! 
become  the  sole  legal  vendors  of  such  articles.  Such  a  solution  would 
remove  many  of  our  disadvantages,  but  however  much  pharmacists  mighl 
welcome  it,  it  appears  to  be  specially  provided  against  in  Clause  7  (5), 
which  deals  with  articles  sold  under  a  proprietary  designation.  Kay 
Brothers,  Ltd.,  point  out  that,  in  war-time,  manufacturers  who  might  in 
other  circumstances  have  been  inclined  to  add  lower-priced  sizes  to  theii 
range  may  be  loth  to  divert  any  part  of  their  limited  supplies  of  packing 
material  to  smaller  packs.  But  it  is  just  these  other  circumstances  we  have 
to  consider,  for  some  day  the  war  will  come  to  an  end,  and  the  opportunities 
now  opened  to  the  manufacturers  will  continue  if  this  Bill  is  passed.  We 
have  already  seen  how  some  products  have  been  packed  in  threepenny  and 
sixpenny  sizes  for  the  bazaars  and  chain  shops,  and  when  supplies  are 
freely  avaOable  there  can  be  no  doubt  this  process  wiU  be  extended.  In 
regard  to  this  you  ask  in  your  editorial  article  if  the  point  of  view  and 
the  interest  of  the  manufacturer  of  packed  drugs  are  irreconcilable  with 
those  of  the  retaU  chemist.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  latter  it  has  seemed 
in  the  past  that  the  manufacturers'  interest  in  the  chemist  has  been  to 
use  whatever  prestige  he  may  have  with  the  public  to  establish  a  demand 
for  their  products,  and  having  secured  that  demand  to  proceed  to  place 
the  goods  in  as  many  shops  as  possible  to  increase  their  output.  If  this 
is  to  be  their  policy  when  this  Bill  becomes  law,  then,  as  you  say,  the 
manufacturer  must  be  either  with  or  against  the  retail  chemist.  In  the 
latter  case  the  chemist  will  know  what  to  do ;  in  his  own  interests  he  must 
do  all  he  can  to  promote  the  sale  of  C.F.  lines  and  his  own  packs,  and  now 
that  war-time  conditions  and  limitation  of  supplies  have  brought  a  return 
of  packing  in  the  pharmacy,  there  will  be  more  induceiuent  than  ever 
for  the  retail  chemist  to  continue  this  process,  and  to  be  a  chemist  in 
practice  as  well  as  in  name. — 7.  Packem  (12/7).

It  should  be  noted  that  the  citric  acid  content  of  imported  orange  juice 
is  sometimes  higher  than  the  above  figures,  owing  to  added  citric  acid. 
Such  imported  juice  might  contain  up  to  1-85  per  cent,  of  citric  acid. 

Pea  Aphis. — M.  C.  A.  (15/7). — Nicotine  fumigation,  though  it 
requires  special  apparatus,  is  the  best  method  of  destroying  the  pea  aphis, 
but  in  hot  weather  reasonably  good  results  may  be  obtained  by  dusting  the 
crop  with  a  4  per  cent,  nicotine  dust  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  i  cwt. 
per  acre.  Heavy  storms  or  continual  rain  are  likely  to  check  the  develop- 
ment of  an  outbreak,  which  is  favoured  by  dry,  hot  weather. 

Fig  Preservation. — \V.  S  (24/7). — Figs  which  are  picked  green  will  not 
ripen  as  other  fruits  but  become  somewhat  mushy  with  a  chalky  taste.  In 
America,  magnolia  figs,  when  ready  to  be  canned,  are  dipped  from  ten  to 
fifteen  seconds  in  a  hot  2  per  cent,  caustic  soda  solution,  after  which  they 
are  sprayed  with  fresh  water  and  then  passed  into  a  bath  where  they  are 
subjected  to  a  gentle  rubbing  to  remove  the  skin.  The  figs  are  then  cooked 
from  two  to  three  hours  and  are  placed  in  cans  or  jars — the  syrup  added 
and  sterilised  as  usual.  Another  variety,  the  Kadota  figs,  are  not  lye- 
treated  but  are  blanched  or  boiled  for  about  three  minutes  in  water  ranging 
from  140°  to  180°  F.  to  cleanse  them  and  remove  some  of  the  waxy  coating 
and  the  raw  flavour.  Next  they  are  cooked  for  about  thirty  minutes  in  a 
light  syrup  so  that  the  tissues  will  permit  penetration  of  the  syrup  used 
in  canning.  They  are  allowed  to  stand  overnight  in  this  syrup  and  are 
then  canned  and  covered  with  50  per  cent,  sugar  solution,  exhausted  from 
five  to  eight  minutes,  sealed  and  sterilised  in  boiling  water  for  half  an  hour. 

Nitrogen  in  Soil. — D.  S.  S.  (29/7). — It  is  impossible  to  give  any  figure 
expressing  the  approximate  content  of  nitrogen  left  in  an  average  soil 
after  growing  a  crop  of  leguminous  plants  in  it.  One  can  only  say  that 
crops  such  as  clover,  lucerne  and  sanfoin,  which  remain  for  many  months 
in  the  soil,  and  form  a  dense  mass  of  fibrous  root,  add  considerably  more 
than  crops  growing  only  for  a  shorter  period  and  with  a  less  permeating 
root  mass.  In  one  field  under  investigation  it  was  found  that  a  crop  of 
clover  not  only  contained  nearly  120  lb.  per  acre  more  nitrogen  than  an 
adjacent  cereal  crop  grown  under  similar  conditions,  but  left  in  the  sou 
nearly  1,000  lb.  of  nitrogen,  only  part  of  which,  however,  is  available  for 
crops.  Other  values  have  averaged  about  60  lb.  of  available  nitrogen  per  acre. 
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the  time  has  now  come  when  acute  shortages 
of  raw  materials  make  it  impossible  to  meet  in 
full  all  the  requirements  of  our  numerous  friends.
